How to Make a Lawn. 


First a thorough preparation of the soil is 
absolutely necessary. If the soil is not natur- 
ally rich it should be well fertilized. Plow 
deep, (spading is better), then pulverize, rake 
and roll until a smooth even surface is ob- 
tained. In the latitude of Omaha sow seed in 
March, April or May, but earlier in the season 
if you can vrepare the soil and sow the better. 
The seed can be sown in September and pro- 
duce a fine lawn. When the seed is sown, 
rake it in lightly and after that give it a 
thorough rolling if possible, so as to have an 
even surface. Water thoroughly every day or 
two as needed.
